accessing maneuver information for a route from an origin to a destination , wherein the 
maneuver information comprises text information ; 

presenting, as a constituent part of the driving directions, a first maneuver along the route 
involving a particular interstate; 

presenting, as another constituent part of the driving directions, a second maneuver along 
the route involving the particular interstate, such that the first and second maneuvers are 
presented consecutively among the driving directions; and 

associating an interstate shield route symbol that has substantially the same appearance as 
an interstate road sign and includes a road numb e r with less than all presented [[a]] maneuvers 
being presented along the route and involving the particular interstate of th e driving dir e ctions 
that r e pr e s e nts a first occurr e nc e of a particular int e rstat e having the road numb e r in a list of 
man e uv e rs for th e rout e. 

2. (Currently Amended) Th e m e thod of claim 1 A method for displaying driving 
directions having multiple maneuvers, the method comprising: 

accessing maneuver information for a route from an origin to a destination; 

associating an interstate shield route symbol that has substantially the same appearance as 
an interstate road sign and includes a road number with a maneuver of the driving directions that 
represents a first occurrence of a particular interstate having the road number in a list of 
maneuvers for the route; and 
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furth e r comprising repeating the associating until all first occurrences of particular 
interstates are associated with corresponding interstate shield route symbols. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim [[1]] 2 further comprising repeating 
the associating until all occurrences of particular interstates are associated with corresponding 
interstate shield route symbols. 

4. (Currently Amended) Th e method of claim 1 A method for displaying driving 
directions having multiple maneuvers, the method comprising: 

accessing maneuver information for a route from an origin to a destination; and 
wh e r e in associating an interstate shield route symbol compris e s that has substantially the 
same shape as an interstate road sign and includes a road number with a maneuver of the driving 
directions that represents a first occurrence of a particular interstate having the road number in a 
list of maneuvers for the route . 

5. (Currently Amended) Th e m e thod of claim 1 

A method for displaying driving directions having multiple maneuvers, the method 
comprising: 

accessing maneuver information for a route from an origin to a destination; and 
wh e r e in associating an int e rstat e shi e ld route symbol compris e s associating an interstate 
shield route symbol that has substantially the same coloration as an interstate road sign and 
includes a road number with a maneuver of the driving directions that represents a first 
occurrence of a particular interstate having the road number in a list of maneuvers for the route . 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising associating a 
highway shield route symbol that has substantially the same appearance as a highway road sign 
and includes a road number with a maneuver of driving directions maneuver that represents only 
a first occurrence of a particular highway having the road number in the list of maneuvers for the 
route. 
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7. (Original) The method of claim 6 wherein associating a highway shield route 
symbol comprises associating a highway shield route symbol that has substantially the same 
shape as a highway road sign. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 6 wherein associating a highway shield route 
symbol comprises associating a highway shield route symbol that has substantially the same 
coloration as a highway road sign. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 6 further comprising associating a turn route 
symbol with a maneuver based on a turn angle of the maneuver when the maneuver does not 
represent a first occurrence of a particular interstate having a particular road number in the list of 
maneuvers for the route and the maneuver does not represent a first occurrence of a particular 
highway having a particular road number in the list of maneuvers. 

1 0. (Original) The method of claim 9 wherein associating the turn route symbol 
comprises associating a slight left turn route symbol with a maneuver that includes a turn angle 
of a slight left turn. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 9 wherein associating the turn route symbol 
comprises associating a slight right turn route symbol with a maneuver that includes a turn angle 
of a slight right turn. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 9 wherein associating the turn route symbol 
comprises associating a sharp left turn route symbol with a maneuver that includes a turn angle 
of a sharp left turn. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 9 wherein associating the turn route symbol 
comprises associating a sharp right turn route symbol with a maneuver that includes a turn angle 
of a sharp right turn. 
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14. (Original) The method of claim 9 wherein associating the turn route symbol 
comprises associating a merge route symbol with a maneuver that includes an angle of a merge 
of two roads. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 9 wherein associating the turn route symbol 
comprises associating an exit route symbol with a maneuver that includes a turn angle of an exit 
from a highway or an interstate. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 9 wherein at most one route symbol is associated 
with a particular maneuver. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 1 further comprising: 

applying priority information to determine a route symbol type of several route symbol 
types to be associated with a maneuver of the driving directions that does not represent a first 
occurrence of a particular interstate; and 

associating the route symbol type with the maneuver. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 1 further comprising displaying driving 
directions including the interstate shield route symbol associated with a maneuver. 

1 9. (Original) The method of claim 1 8 wherein the driving directions are displayed 
by a system provided through an Internet service provider. 

20. (Original) The method of claim 18 wherein the driving directions are displayed 
by a printer associated with a client system. 

2 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 8 wherein the driving directions are displayed 
by a display device associated with a client system. 
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22. (Original) The method of claim 18 wherein the driving directions are displayed 
by a display device associated with a vehicle on-board navigation system. 

23. (Currently Amended) A method for displaying driving directions having multiple 
maneuvers, the method comprising: 

accessing maneuver information representing driving directions for a route from an origin 
to a destination , wherein the maneuver information comprises textual information ; 

applying priority information to d e t e rmin e a rout e symbol of s e veral rout e symbol typ e s 
to bo a s sociat e d with a man e uver of the driving dir e ctions; and 

accessing priority information that includes, for each of several route symbol types, a 
priority and a condition; 

determining a route symbol of the several route symbol types to be associated with a 
maneuver of the driving directions based on a priority associated with the route symbol and the 
maneuver fulfilling a condition associated with the route symbol; and 

associating the route symbol with the maneuver, 

wherein[[:]] 

an interstat e shield route symbol that has s ubstantially the same app e aranc e as an 
int e rstat e road sign and includ e s a road numb e r is associat e d with a man e uv e r of th e driving 
directions that repres e nts an occurr e nc e of a particular interstat e having th e road numb e r in a list 
of man e uvers for th e rout e , and 

each maneuver in the list of maneuvers for the route is associated with at most one route 
symbol. 

24. (Currently Amended) Th e m e thod of claim 23 further comprising A method for 
displaying driving directions having multiple maneuvers, the method comprising:

involving the particular interstate, and 

the method further comprising presenting the route symbol with a later maneuver that 
appears in the driving directions and that involves the particular interstate if the later maneuver is 
separated by at least one intermediary maneuver from the multiple consecutive driving directions 
involving the interstate. 
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49. (New) The medium of claim 28 wherein: 

the interstate shield route symbol is associated with the maneuver that represents only the 
first occurrence of the particular interstate among multiple consecutive driving directions 
involving the particular interstate, and 

the code segments are further configured to present the route symbol with a later 
maneuver that appears in the driving directions and that involves the particular interstate if the 
later maneuver is separated by at least one intermediary maneuver from the multiple consecutive 
driving directions involving the interstate. 

50. (New) The system of claim 38 wherein: 

the interstate shield route symbol is associated with the maneuver that represents only the 
first occurrence of the particular interstate among multiple consecutive driving directions 
involving the particular interstate, and 

the processor is further configured to present the route symbol with a later maneuver that 
appears in the driving directions and that involves the particular interstate if the later maneuver is 
separated by at least one intermediary maneuver from the multiple consecutive driving directions 
involving the interstate. 

5 1 . (New) A method for displaying driving directions having multiple maneuvers, 
the method comprising: 

accessing maneuver information that includes driving directions for a route from an 
origin to a destination; 

determining the existence within the maneuver information of multiple consecutive 
driving directions involving a particular road; and 

for a group of multiple consecutive driving directions involving the particular road, 
presenting at least one instance of a road-related graphic, wherein the number of separate 
instances of the road-related graphic presented is fewer than a number of consecutive directions 
within the group that involve the particular road. 
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52. (New) The method of claim 51 wherein the road-related graphic corresponding to 
the road comprises a graphical representation of the road. 

53. (New) The method of claim 5 1 wherein only one road-related graphic is 
presented corresponding to the multiple consecutive mapping directions within the group. 

54. (New) The method of claim 53 wherein the one road-related graphic is visually 
oriented corresponding to a first of the multiple consecutive mapping directions in the group. 

55. (New) The method of claim 5 1 wherein mapping directions comprises text 
information. 

56. (New) The method of claim 51 wherein: 
a particular road is an interstate, and 

the road-related graphic has substantially the same appearance as an interstate road sign 
and includes a road number associated with the interstate. 

57. (New) The method of claim 5 1 wherein: 
a particular road is a highway, and 

the road-related graphic has substantially the same appearance as a highway road sign 
and includes a road number associated with the highway.
